A*2. 11. If no Man can prove trom Scrip- 
ture, that any ſpiritual Benefie redyunds ro

Chriſt. Burt no Man can prove trom Scrip- 
rurc, that any ſpiritual Benefic redounds to 
Infancs in their Baptiſm. E227, 

Arg. 12. That cannot be an Ordinance of 
Chriſt, for which there is neither Command 
nor Example in all God's Word, nor Pro- 
miſe to tuch who do it, nor Threatnings to 
ſuch who negleRt 1c, Bur there 1s no Com- 
mand Example in all the Word of God 
for the Bhcizing of little Babes, nor Promile 
made ro tuch who are baptized, nor Threat- 
rings ro ſuch whoarc not. Ergo, 

That the Child hes under a Promile who 
ts bapized, or the Child under anv Threat- 
r1ng or Danger that 15 not baprized, let them 
prove it, fince it 15 denicd, 

Aig. 13. If no Paretits, at any time or 
tmes, have been by God the Father, Jeſus 
Cliritt, or his Apoſtles, exther commeaded 
for baptizing of thejr Chuldren, or reproved 
tor negleGing ro baprize them; then Intant- 
Eapriim 15 no Ordinance of God. But no 
Parcnts at any timc or times have been by 
God commended tor baprizang of ethew Chil- 
dren, &c. F129, Intant-Baputin 15 no Ordt- 
nance of ud.

Whatſoever PraRice refle&s upon 
the Honour, Wiſdom and Care of Jelus 
Chriſt, or ren.lers him lefs fairhful chan M6- 
ſes, and the New Tefſtamerr 1 one of its 
great Ordinarices, (nay, Sacrametts) co lie 
more ob{cure in Gud's Word, than any Law 
or Precepr uniler the Ol4 Tettamenr, can- 
not be of God.

The Major cannot bedenicd, 

The Minor 1s ealily proved ; For he 1s bold 
irdeed who ſhall affirm Infant-Lapriim doth 
not lie obſcure in God's Word. One great 
Parry who alert it, ſay, 'cis nor to be found 
ia the Scripture ar all, but ts an unwricten 
Apoſtolical Tradition : others ſay, it lies nor 
inthe Letrer of che Scripture, but may be 
proved by Conſcquences , and yet ſome great 
Aﬀerters of it,as Dr. Hammond and others, fav, 
Thoſe Conſequenaees commonly drawn from 
divers Texts for it, are without Demonſtra- 
tion, and ſo prove nothing. lam ſurea Man 
may read the Scripture a hundred times 0- 
rer, and neycr be thereby convinced ; lic 
ought ro baprize his Children, tho 1t is pow- 
erful ro convince Men of all other Duric:, 

Now can this be a Truth, fince Chriſt who 
was more tairhful than Moſes, and dehivered 
every thing plainly trom the Father ? Moſes 
lefrnothing dark as to matter of Vuty, tho 
the Preceprs and external Rices of his Law 
were numcrous, two or three hundred Pre- 
cepts, yer nune were at a lots, or hail need to 
ay, Is chis a Truch or an Crdinancc, or nor ? 
for he that runs may read it. 

And ſhall one poſitive Precept grven fort! 
by Chriſt, who appointedo few 11 rhe New 
Teſtament, be to obſcure, as alſo the ground 
2ad end of ir, ch\uc Men thould be confound- 
«d abour the Proots of it, rogerther with the 
ecd and ground thereof ?

Arg. 17, That Cuftom or Law which M-/es 
never delivered to — _ nor 15 any where 
written 1n the Old Teftament, was no Truch 
of God, nor of Divine Authority.

Arg. 18, If Baptiſm is of mere poſitive 
Right, wholly depending on the Will and So- 
vereten Pleaſure of Jeſus Chriſt, the great 
Legiſlator; And he hath not required or 
commanded Infants to be baprized : rhen In- 
fanrs ought nor ro be baprized : But Baprifin 
r: of mere poſ:tive Right, wholly depending 
on rhe Will and ſovereign Pleafure of }cſus 
Chriſt, che grear Legiſlator, and he lth not 
required or commanded Infants ro be bap- 
rized, Evgo, Infants ought not ro be bap- 
ized, 

This Argument tends ro cur off ail thi 
pretended Proofs of Pedo-Bapriim, taken 
from the Covenant made wich Abraban: z and 
becauſe Children are faid ro belotig rorhe 
Kingdom of Heaven, 1: was not che Right ot 
Abraham's Male Children to be circumcited, 
becauſc they were begotten, and born of thc 
Fruit of his Lotns, till he received Com: 
mandmenrt from God to circumciſe chene. 
Had he done it before, or wirhour a Com: - 
mand from God, it woul:l have been Will- 
Worſhip in him ſo to have done, MVore- 
over, this turrher appears to be {o, Becouſe 
no godly Man's Children, nor others 1n 4." .7- 
hs Days, nor fince, had any Right ri:crce 
ro, but only his Children, ( or tuch wi.o were 
bought wich his Money, or were prolclvred 
co the Jewiſh Religion) becautc they hail no
